BICYCLES  f\  BRAZIL. 

In  a  rei^ort  tc  thedeiwirtnicnt  of  state  on  the 
possibilities  of  the  bicycle  trade  in  this  country, 
(iatetl  March  30th  last.,  U.  S.  Consiil-General 
Seeder  di.scnsses  the  cjuestion  as  follows  : 

The  many  inquiries  recsi'-ed  by  this  office 
from  cycle  mmuifactnrersof  the  I'nited  States 
justifies  the  supposition  thai  there  is  too 
sangniiie  an  expectation  prevalent  regarding 
the  chances  of  the  American  wheel  in  the 
Brazilian  market. 

It  is  trne,  the  American  bicycle  has  won  an. 
easy  lriuin])li  over  its  competitors  on  this  side 
of  llie  K(|uator,  and  principally  in  lirazil  ;  Itul 
the  practical  resnltsof  this  fact'oughl  not  to  be 
overrated. 

I  regard  it  my  duly  to  draw  the  alteiri'»i  of 
inleresti'd  parlies  to  llie  foDowin;^  conditions  ; 

The  l}ic>  cte  Ir.'ide  is  supported  in  the  Vuited 
Slates  priiiciiKiUy  l)y  the  middle  classes,  to 
wdiich  llie  majority  of  the  wage  earners  belong. 
Tlie.se  conditions  do  not  prevail  in  other 
countries,  and  especially  not  iu  lirazil,  where 
tile  well-to-do  middle  class  is  not  very  num- 
erous ;  where  llif  great  misses  of  the  working 
people — the  toilers  in  the  fazend'is.  Hie  hewers 
of  wood  and  drawers  of  water,  the  drivers  of 
oxen  and  mules — mostly  live  in  abject  poverty 
and  arenited  as  the  lower  class, 

Further,  tliose  among  the  native  Urszilians 
of  Ijatiii  origin,  whoarein  better  circumstances, 
do  not  seem  to  take  as  kindly  to  the  wheel  as 
their  neighbors  of  Saxon,  Teutonic,  or  Celtic 
extraction. 

Brazil  is,  at  present,  in  the  midst  of  a  great 
economic  crisis  ;  the  pnjiluclioii  of  the  staple 
articles  has-— temporarily,  at  least -*C(  ased  to 
be  reninneralive  ;  business  is  at  a  low  el)b  ;  the 
opjiorfunities  for  eirning  the  (hiily  necessities 
are  greatly  diminished  ;  and  tlie  wages  of  the 
working  classes,  as  well  as  the  earnings  of 
professional  men,  are  consequently  extremely 
low. 

The  majority  of  the  Brazilian  people  (pro- 
bably i4,5oo.ooD  ofthe  15,000.000  inhabitants  ) 
are  a  present  engaged  in  such  a  struggle  for 
existence  that  tliey  can  not  extend  their 
andiilion  to  what  is  regarded  here  as  among  the 
luxuriesof  life.  Toa  youngclerk,  for  instance, 
who  earns  J15  a  month,  or  to  an  experienced 
salesman,  bookkeeper,  or  cashier,  who  is  lucky 
if  he  can  take  home  to  his  family  J[o  a  week, 
a  $70  bicycle  partakes  very  nnich  of  the  nature 
of  things  unattainable. 

Last,  but  not  least,  there  are  very  consider- 
able climatic  and  topographical  difficulties  to 
contend  with  in  nearly  all  of  the  Brazilian 
cities,  aTid  particularly  here,  in  the  great  Sont' 
American  metropolis  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  ;  all  ■( 
which  conditioTis  combine  to  interfere  seriou«'  v 
with  the  development  of  bicycling  and  the 
bi.:ycle  trade  in  lirazil.

In  discussing  the  project  for  the 
reconversion  ot"  the  apolices  of  the  in- 
ternal debt  from  4  per  cent  gold  to  .5  per 
cent  currency,  some  days  ago,  one  of 
our  local  contemporaries  took  occa.sion 
to  condeniii  the  original  conversion  and 
to  designate  the  issue  as  a  "hybrid." 
His  reason  for  this  ssems  to  have  been 
that  of  paying  interest  in  gold  on  cur- 
rtncy  Ijonds.  He  failed  to  note,  how- 
ever, that  gold  and  currency  at  that 
time  were  practically  equivalent,  in  fact 
paper  had  been  at  a  preniiuiii  only  a 
few  months  before,  and  that  the  apo- 
lices converted  at  that  time  had  been 
issued  some  years  and  represented,  for 
all  practical  purpcses  and  in  no  .small 
part,  a  gold  issue.  If  the  government 
received  currency  at  tlte  time  of  issue 
which  was  equivalent,  or  nearly  e([ui- 
■\-a!ent  to  gold,  the  payment  of  interest 
in  gold  can  not  justly  lie  condemned. 
It  may  be  a  hardsiiip  for  tlr^  govern 
nieiit  to  now  pay  an  interes:  charge 
which  is  equivalent  to  about  16  per  cent 
in  depreciated  currenc}',  but  it  is  equally 
burden.some  for  the  apolice-holder  to 
find  that  his  investment  has  dejireclated 
from  i,ooo5  to  250$  gold.  There  are 
two  sides  to  the  question,  and  it  is  our 
duty  to  consider  tlie  one  as  well  as  the 
other.  In  trade,  in  liou,se  property,  in 
manufacturing,  in  nearly  every  business, 
professional  and  industrial  activity,  it 
has  been  possible  to  increase  prices, 
rates  and  wages  to  meet  tlie  declining 
vahie  of  the  currency,  but  with  the  pub- 
He  internal  debt  this  has  not  been  pos- 
sible. The  1,000$  currency  apolice 
which  cost  its  possessor  fully  or  nearly 
1,000$  gold,  remains  always  at  that  no- 
minal currency  value,  qnd  were  he  to 


sell  it  for  gold  to-day  he  would  he  get 
tnig  but   little   more    than   one- fourth 
w  Int  it  cost  him.

Wi-iiLK  we  do  not  altogether  agiet 
with  the  position  taken  by  the  I'inaiindl 
jVe-ii's,  it  nTust  be  .seen  that  the  aimi 
ments  on  which  that  position  i.s  taken 
are  worthy  of  serious  consideration.  Oui 
London  contemporarj'  would  prefei  to 
see  the  goveniinent  use  practical  econo 
lilies  for  extricating  itself  from  its  pre 
sent  critical  position,  instead  of  proM 
sional  measures  like  this  interest  fund 
ing  scheme.  So  would  we.  But  the 
go\'ernment  has  in  great  measure  lost 
the  opportunity,  and  must  luiw  seciir' 
concessions  in  order  to  do  what  should 
have  been  done  long  ago.  The  true  and 
only  effective  relief  must  come  through 
wise  retrenclinient,  and  unless  the 
government  pursues  this  course,  disastei 
will  surely  follow-  The  funding  .scliem'!, 
which  seems  to  have  been  settled  in 
London  —  though  it  must  be  confessed 
the  information  .sent  us  about  it  is  sus 
piciously  vague — is  at  best  a  teiiiparar\ 
relief  measure.  It  does  not  modify  or 
diminish  the  debt,  nor  reduce  the 
charges  upon  it.  It  simply  defers  the 
cash  liquidation  of  these  charges  and 
adds  ten  millions  sterling  more  to  the 
public  debt.  The  question  of  time  and 
the  question  of  credit  arc  at  stake,  how 
ever,  and  the  government  must  secure 
some  concession.  We  do  not  kn  n\ 
whether  the  treasury  can  meet  the  ii'-xt 
coupons,  or  not,  but  we  suspect  it  will 
find  it  very  difficult  to  do  so.  The  offei 
from  London,  therefore,  to  fund  these 
interest  charges  for  three  years,  comes 
most  opportunely,  and  if  the  conditions 
of  the  agreement  are  carried  out  m 
good  fnith,  and  if  Brazil  at  once  undei 
takes  to  carry  out  a  policy  of  thorough 
retrenchment,  the  funding  measuie 
costly  as  it  may  be,  will  result  bene 
ficially  to  l)oth  parties.  It  will  give  the 
gnvernment  the  time  it  needs,  and  it 
will  .save  the  credit  of  the  country.  The 
danger  is,  it  must  be  confessed,  that  the 
government.  wh:;n  relieved  of  the  pres 
sure  now  felt,  will  fail  to  enforce  tlie 
economies  demanded  by  the  situation 
The  first  and  most  ])ractical  cniirss  to 
follow  is  the  simple  oae  of  cutting  off 
unnecessary  expi^nditures.  No  scheme 
can  b^  really  effective,  however,  which 
does  not  include  large  reductions  in  mil- 
itary expenditures,  Brazil  is  happily 
free  from  al!  danger  of  foreign  aggres- 
sion, and  she  can  therefore  easily  do 
without  a  large  army  and  navy.  Then, 
too,  all  such  luxuries  as  railways,  sub- 
sidized steamship  lines,  loans  to  favored 
classes,  etc.,  can  be  dispensed  with. 
We  still  believe  that  the  Central  railway 
can  and  should  be  sold.  We  believe 
that  the  coasting  traffic  can  be  carried 
on  without  sub.sidizing  the  Lloyd  Bra/i- 
leiro.  And  we  still  further  believe  that  \ 
advances,  or  loans,  to  planters  should  be 
made  by  private  capitalists  and  bankers 
and  not  by  the  national  treasury.
